19. The season closes on Аргї 24. 


During the season, hunters may take only bearded turkeys or gob- 
blers. The daily bag limit is one, season limit is two, and possession. 


limit is two. 


Turkey hunters may use all firearms including bows and arrows, 
muzzleloading guns, crossbows and handguns. Decoys may be used. 

It is illegal to hunt turkeys with dogs, shoot turkeys on the roost, 
or to shoot turkeys after 1 p.m. during the spring season. It is also 
illegal to take turkeys by the aid of baiting on or over any baited 


area. 


Unless exempted, hunters must carry a valid Florida hunting 
license and turkey stamp. Additional restrictions and permit require- 
ments may apply on.wildlife management areas.
